46. The Marriott Lincolnshire Resort 
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This charming little village was 
settled in the early 1800’s by a 
group of German farmers. They 
called it “Muttersholz” at first 
because it reminded these early 
Alsatian settlers of their Saar 
Valley homeland. The year was 
1838. The French traders had left 
long before and the last of the 
Pottawatomie Indians, settled in a village near 
Des Plaines and Half Day, were soon to migrate 
west. 



These Rhinelanders were hard-working, devout 
people who continued to speak Plattedeutsch 
until after World War I. They tended their farms 
and came to the crossroads to buy their supplies, 
weigh their milk, make their cheese at the 
Cooperative, have their horses shod, and 
exchange the news of the district. A sorghum, 
grist and cider mill operated just over the bridge 
by the creek. The little country church on the 
hill which they built in 1847 became the social 
as well as religious hub of the community. 
Services are still conducted today at this 
historic landmark. 

Long Grove went into a sleepy decline in the 20’s 
and 30’s. The quaint, old buildings remained 
untouched by progress. In the 40’s several 
women opened an antique resale shop. Inspired 
by the interest in the “untouched” quality of the 
area, other shops soon followed. It proved a boon 
that highways 83 and 53 had bypassed the 
crossroads, preserving the historic integrity of 
the village. An Historic Landmark Ordinance has 
now been passed that guarantees the preservation 
of all historic landmarks and requires that all 
new buildings at the crossroads must conform 
to the architecture of the early 1800’s. And so 
Long Grove today remains faithful to its 
beginnings.
